During calendar year 1989, the State af New Hamspehire experienced 
an average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these 
wildfires were fires kindled without a fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden, children, and debris burning fires that escaped contral. 
All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your tawn and state farest fire afficials with 
forest fire preventian. By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), “Na 
person, firm ar carporaticon shall kindle ar cause ta he kindled any 
fire or burn ar caused ta he burned any material, except when the 
ground is cavered with snav, without first abtaining a written fire 





Violations af KSA 24:27 and the ather burning lavs of the state 
are misdermeanars punishable hy fines up ta $1,000 and/ar a year in 
jail, and the person is alsa liable for paying all fire suppressian 
costs. 


The State af New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands assisted 
many towns in wildland fire suppressian during 1989, including several 
large fires in Altan, Allenstawn, Concord, and Chesterfield areas, as 
well as the 1@@ acre fire an Mt. Belknap in Gilfard. 


In arder to eliminate false alarms, it ig advisable to natify 
your local fire department whenever yau intend ta da any outdocar 
burning.

A total af 25 applications were processed in 1989, with the 
potential impact of 184 new building lats. Of these requests, anly 184 
wer actually appraved creating 4& new building lots in Whitefield. 
According ta one study just completed, Whitefield nav has the hanor of 
being the mast subdivided town in all af narthern New Hampshire! 


We have finally, with the help af North Country Council, made 
sore progress tovards cantroalling future grovth in aur community. The 
long avaited Master Plan is a reality and has heen accepted hy the 
Planning Board. This hlueprint for planned comreunity growth will 
serve as the foundation af a desperately needed Whitefield Zaning 
Plan. Preliminary zoning ardinances are heing worked con naw, and the 
public will be invited to participate in the development of this plan. 
We expect public hearings to he held this spring, with a final plan 
ready for vate hy June ar July.

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WHITEFIELD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


It is difficult ta find any subject on which everyane will aqree. 
Qne of the few exceptions is undcavibtedly that we live in a rapidly 
changing and highly technical saciety. What is qenerally nat realized 
is that alang with the electronic industry and medicine, law 
enforcement is one af the mast dynamic fields in which ta work. 
Changes in technolagy, court decisions, and the increasingly diversified 
demands the public makes af its law enfarcerment agencies, 
necessitate a deqree of expertise never hefore required. 


Of all the services that a community provides far its citizens, 
none is pore important ar expases the community ta rpare civil 
liability than its police department. Qnce a tawn takes an the burden 
of protection af life and property af its citizens through the 
establishment of a law enfarcerment agency, it must then accept the 
responsibility and liability af meeting the standards established 
through judicial decisions ta which all police departments, regardless 
of size, are held accountable. It is the jab of the department 
administrator working with elected officials of the community to 
ensure that the tawn receives the highest quality poalice service while 
incurring the least possible exposure to the liahility actions sca 
common against sunicipalities taday. 


Ta accomplish these ends, police training has evalved inta a 
unique and highly technical discipline. The imppartance af this 
training has heen acknowledged by President Bush who has directed that 
the week of January 7, 199@ be recognized as National Law Enforcement 
Training Week. 


The Whitefield Police Department has always adhered ta the 
premise that training and education are of paramount ispartance. To 
these ends for the 1989 training year, the officers af the department 
have accrued 65@ continuing education haure in areas af study from 
Child Abuse and Advanced Managerent Practices te Civil Liability and 
Ritualistic Crimes. In the process caf meeting state standards through 
our own in-service training classes, the Department has additionally 
taken on the role of a regianal training center. Through an apen door 
policy to all ather police agencies in the North Country, the year of 
1989 has seen the Department provide training to 92 officers fram 27 
departrments ather than cur own. Maintaining properly trained and 
certified police afficers definitely incurs a cast ta all 
municipalities, but in light af many of the recent judicial decisions 
and civil liability suits braught against towns, I feel the balance 
can be justified in the quate "If you think education is expensive, 
try ignorance. *

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MT. WASHINGTON REGIONAL AIRPORT 


The year 1989 was a very busy but disappointing year for the 
Airport. 1989 saw the Japes River Carparatian hase ite flight 
department in Westfield, Massachusetts. James River sold both af its 
Beech Barons in favor of a rmoare powerful turbine aircraft (King Air). 
With the cansolidation of its flight crews, the narthern base was 
classed ta reduce costs. This, of course, affected aur situatian at 
the field as James Hiver was a major fuel coneurmer. 


In September of 1989, the Airport Commission held its annual Fly- 
In/Aviation Day with sky-divers, static displays, flea markets, and 
rides. The weather held and the lacal townspeople enjayed a day af 
airplane rides, music, focad, and sky-diving displays. 


Towards the end af 1984, the Airport Commission jained with a 
group of private individuals representing various corporations in 
an effart to provide private/carporate funding for the Airport. The 
group also is heading 8 poverment ta regionalize the Airport sa that 
the Town of Whitefield na langer carries the tatal burden of support. 
At this time several communities da provide some support, including

In the future, this group will forge ahead in trying to secure 
private/carporate funding sa that the airport will he more self- 
sufficient and less reliant on the Tawn of Whitefield.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


The year 1989 marked the North Country Council’s seventeenth year 
ef successful operation. As chartered under N.H. KSA 36:45, the 
Council provides neom-profit lacal and reqicanal planning assistance ta 
member municipalities. In addition ta qeneral planning services, the 
Council affers its canstituents specialty services in cultural 
resource canservatian, ecanamic develapment, havsing, natural resource 
management, salid vaste rmanaqerent, and transportation. The four 
standing Council committees, Eccnamic Development, Housing, Land Use, 
and Transportation, actively direct the Council’s policies in these 
areas. 


Im Whitefield, the Council met with the Hoard af Selectmen ta 
discuss a Camaunity Development Black Grant Public Facility Grant for 
the Cammunity Day Care Center. The Ccouncil assisted the Haard with a 
CDBRG water praject and with problems concerning the reqicnal airport. 
The Council alsa wrate a proposal for a zoning ardinance and met with 
the Administrative Assistant ta discuss an ecanomic develapment 
program. In addition, the Council provided the Planning Board with 
advice concerning Ssub-divisians, wetlands, a Circuit Rider Planner, 
and ather planning matters. 


Community planning challenges dominated the Couwncil’s 158% 
agenda. Changing state mandates and further residential and 
commercial qravth busied lacal planning and zaning beards throughcut 
the year. The Council assisted these hoards in preparing for the 
challenges through regional warkshape, technical bulletins and 
newsletters, and with as-needed assistance om technical and epecific 
issues. The Cauncil ca-sponsared the popular Municipal Law Lecture 
Series which addressed new case lav, qrandfathering, and the revised 
excavatian statute. The Council alsa assisted numercus towne in 
revising zaning ardinances, sub-division requlations and site plan 
review requiatians, thereby updating these requilatians ta hetter rmeet 
and manage the new challenges. 


The Council’s 1989 work proqram continued ta promate community 
development projects as well. Managing clase ta twa million dallars in 
Community Develapment Bleck Grant macnies, the Council administers 
proqrargs in ten North Country communities. Many are hauvsing 
improvement preqrams, yet cathers support sewer prajects, day care 
development, and municipal water supply prajects. 
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In summary, it is important ta understand that the Council is 
argqanized ta provide these valuahle services far the henefit af cur 
local tawn qavernments. The Council’s continued success in meeting 
the ever-changing demande caf the Narth Country is dependent upon the 
active participation cai cur pemhers. We rely upon and enjay your 
involvement as town atficials and cancerned citizens, and laok forward 
ta assisting you in this coming year.

Tri-County Community Action aperates hoth the nutrition and 
transportatiaon programs at the Village Center in Whitefield. Our 
primary sources af funding are Glider American’s Act funding (111B and 
ITIC) and Tatle XX Black Grant funding.

This is a wpental wellness program which 
has heen very successful in hoth Berlin and Narth Stratfard. 


Funding for the “Meals® has heen level far four years running. 
With an increasing demand far services and the increasing casts ta 
provide aur services, it has hecarme difficult toa maintain our priarity 
of services ta thase scast in need.

The 199@’s will usher in a different type of service delivery 
system in Mental Health and Developmental Services. The systerm will 
he more comprehensive in its ability toa care for the rpost impaired 
individuals in our communities. The transition of individuals frorm 
the institutions (New Haspehire Hospital and Laconia State Schaal) has 
almast been caormpleted. The institutions have heen reduced in size, 
and there are limits on whe can naw be admitted. The focus of care 
has heen shifted to the community. 


We have accommcdated this change with an expansion of cur housing 


and community support (case manaqerment, respite, and supported housing) 


services. The gravwth of our Agency has tripled in the last five 
years. Mast af the gravth has heen in the area of supparts for the 
formerly institutianalized population. The other services we offer 
have nat experienced this kind of gravth or change. The demand 
remains high far these services and the supports have nat kept pace. 
Qne example is cour cutpatient Mental Health program. We see sore 
peaple for more visits in this program than any other. Havever, we 
have nat received increases in state ar federal support which match 
the demand for service. Farty-two percent of the people ve see da nat 
have insurance and are responsible for their own fee. We approach you 
to assist us in our efforts in cantinuing ta provide these services. 
Thank you for your past support and for your continuing cancern.

We operate one full-time and three part-time affices.

eo Early Intervention - Home-based service for @-3 year ald 
children wha are delayed in their developrent. Services include: 
screening, assessment, treatment, and referral. Last year ve heqan ta 
provide clinics throughout aur region ta increase our ahility to serve 
more children. 


o Day Habilitation Program - Provides instruction toa aur rost 
severely impaired adult populatian. The proqram works in conjunctian 
with their residential programming as well as providing training and 
instruction in self care skills, pre-vacatianal skills, paid work, and 
other therapeutic services such as speech therapy and physical 
therapy. This program has been primarily used hy former Laconia State 
School residents; havever, we have had community clients wha have heen 
referred by the lacal schaol systerm. Last year we served twelve (12) 
clients in two lacatians (Littletan and Pike). 


o Supported Esployrent - Provides training, instruction, and work 
adjustment for mentally ill and mentally retarded individuals. Paid 
work opportunities for the individuals can take place either in the 
community or in the Warkshop itself. We currently operate three 
active jab sites directly in the community. We recently turned aver 
one af our job crews directly ta an employer. We have alsa completed 
over twenty individual jab placements. 


We are qrateful for your past suppert af aur programs and lack 
forvard to continuing ta serve yau in the future.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
anitefield as of and for the year ended Cecember 31, 1988, as listed in the Table 
cf Contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and generally accepted governmental auditing standards 
covering financial and compliance audits contained in the Standards for Audit 
cf Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities and Functions, issued by the 


U.S. General Accounting Office, the Single Audit Act of 1984 and the provisions 
of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State and Local Governments and, accordingly, 
included such tests of the accounting records and,such other auditing procedures 
as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


As discussed in Note 1 to the financial statements, the Town’s water 
Department Fund does not capitalize fixed assets or recognize depreciation as 
required by generally accepted accounting principles. The effect of these 
material departures from generally accepted accounting principles is indeter- 
minable. 


As is the practice with many New Hampshire municipalities, the Town of 
Whitefield has not maintained a record of its general fixed assets and, 
accordingly, a statement of general fixed assets, required by generally accepted 
accounting principles, is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the failure of the Water Department Fund and 
Sewer Department Fund to capitalize or depreciate fixed assets, and the omission 
of a statement of general fixed assets, the general purpose financial statements 
referred to above present fairly the financial position of each of the fund types 
and account groups of the Town of Whitefield at December 31, 1988, and the 
results of operations and such fund types and the changes in financial position 
of the proprietary fund types for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent with that 
of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements. The information included in the 
supplementary schedule of federal assistance listed in the Table of Contents is 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the 
general purpose financial statements of the Town of Whitefield. Such information 
has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the 
general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in 
all material respects in relation to the financial statements of each of the fund 
types and account groups included in the general purpose financial statements 
taken as a whole.

NOTE 3 - BUDGET 


General governmental revenues and expenditures accounted for in budgetary funds 
are controlled by a formal integrated budgetary accounting system in accordance 
with various legal requirements which govern the Town’s operations. However, 
contrary to generally accepted accounting principles, it has not been the 
practice of the Town to adopt an annual budget for all Special Revenue funds. 
The Town budget represents departmental appropriations as authorized by annual 
or special town meetings. The Selectmen may transfer funds between operating 
categories as they deem necessary. State Statutes require balanced budgets but 
provide for the use of beginning fund balances to achieve that end.
